Mr.  Chairioan  and  Gcntleuon, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1963. 

During  the  year  there  v;cro  312  births,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
14  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  a  National  rate  of  18.2 
There  xiere  7  stillbirths,  giving  a  rate  of  21.9  pai’  1,000  population. 
National  rate  There  were  330  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a 

death  rate  of  14.8  per  1,000  population  compared  with  a  National  rate 
of  12.2.  4  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year.  An  infant 

mortality  rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  live  births.  National  rate  20.9. 

Notifications  in  respect  of  401  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
v;ere  received,  measles  accounting  for  3^9,  an  epidemic  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  In  addition  6  cases  of  v/hooping  cough,  11  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  1  meningococcal  infection,  10  dysentry,  2  food 
poisoning,  1  puLaonary  tuberculosis  and  1  non-puhnonary  tuberculosis 
occurred.  No  dangerous  infectious  disease  was  notified.

The  number  of  milk  samples  is  very  substantial  as  the  majority 
of  these  have  been  taken  for  convenience  on  arrival  at  the  major 
collecting  and  pasteurising  dairy  which  is  situated  in  the  district. 

Of  the  foregoing  samples  20  v;ere  deficient  in  fat,  34  were  deficient  in 
solids  non-fat  and  2  vy’ere  deficiBnt  in  both  fat  and  solids  non-fat. 

All  of  these  deficiencies  were  found  to  be  due  to  natural  causes  and 
advice  was  rendered  to  the  producers  accordingly 

One  sample  of  pork  sausage  v;as  deficient  in  meat  in 
accordance  with  the  standard  of  not  less  than  65. 0  per  cent  which  has 
been  recommended  by  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  is  generally  accepted  by  the  trade. 

•  'to  ••• 
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Two  samples  of  fruit  salad  and  one  sample  of  ice  cream  v/ere 
found  to  be  incorrectly  labelled  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order,  1953  and  the  Ice  Cream  Regulations. 

Warnings  were  issued  in  these  instances  .and  the  matters 
have  been  rectified. 

One  himdred  and  three  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken 
for  biological  examined  ion  of  which  86  v/ere  teJcen  on  exrival  of  the 
milk  at  the  main  pasteurising  depots  for  convenience.  No  evidence 
of  tuberculosis  v;as  revealed  on  examination  but  five  samples  of 
milk  shov/ed  positive  evidence  for  brucella,  abortus.  The  milk  from 
these  herds  has  been  subject  to  pasteurisation  and  the  producers  and 
employees  advised  dm  the  dangers  of  consulting  rav^r  milk.  In  addition 
the  Divisional  Veterinaxy  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  has  arranged  for  calf  vaccination  to  be  carried  out 
against  contagious  abortion  as  necessary.

The  following  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  the  two 
pasteurising  dairies  operating  in  the  district  and  in  the  course  of

There  .are  tv;o  pasteurising  plants  in  the  area,  both  of  which 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year  apaxt  from  a  local  defect  at 
one  which  resulted  in  tv/o  samples  failing  the  phosphatase  test  for  heat 
treatment . 


The  undermentioned  samples  taken  from  dealers  failed  the 
methylene  blue  test  for  keeping  quality  - 

Tuberculin  tested  milk  (pasteurised)  1 

Pasteurised  milk  3

These  ma.tters  were  investigated,  advice  offered  as  necessary 
and  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

In  all  cases  the  processors  or  venders  were  ■'warned  under  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act  accordingly.

PUBLIC  CLEiWSEIG. 


This  service  which  collects  and  disposes  of  domestic  refuse, 
cesspool  contents  at  camp  sites,  business  premises,  domestic  premises, 
public  convenionces,  small  sewage  works  and  night  soil,  is  a  most 
important  factor  in  public  health. 

In  addition,  the  Council  arranges  the  disposal  of  refuse  from 
Butlin's  Floliday  Camp,  varying  from  4,000  population  early  in  the  season 
to  12,000  population  weekly  at  the  height  of  the  holiday  period. 

Any  temporary  failure  in  the  refuse  collection  services,  rightly 
causes  an  immediate  outcry  from  those  primarily  affected.  Such  occasions, 
deeply  regretted  by  those  responsible,  serve  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  public  the  relative  importance  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
waste  refuse. 

Illness;  mechanical  breakdovms;  heavy  snovrfalls;  continued  v;et 
weather,  along  v/ith  dense  populated  holiday  resorts  such  as  Ingoldraells, 
Chapel  St.  Leonards  and  Andcrby,  at  times  provide  a  temporary  set-back 
from  the  normal  times  of  collection. 

Thanks  to  the  workmen,  the  refuse  collection  services  did  a 
good  Job. 
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The  introduction  of  modern  methods  and  ideas,  abolishing  old 
customs,  takes  thao.  I  fool  sure  that  in  the  future  the  present  type 
of  galvanized  covered  ash  bin  v;ill  be  abolished  and  changing  pattern 
to  the  sack  holder  will  operate.  With  the  sack  holder  there  is  no 
noise;  no  flying  dust;  no  bin  to  clean  a. id  complete  clearance. 

Refuse  tips  are  situate  at  Spi.lsby,  Langrick,  Ulceby,  Sticknoy, 
Burgh,  Ingoldj-nells  and  hogsthorpe. 

There  is  a  refuse  collection  service  in  all  sixty-nine  parishes, 
comprising  once  every  week  in  seven  -parishes  and  once  evv^ry  tv/o  weeks 
at  Wainflcet  St.  ivjary  and  built  up  areas  of  Sibsey  and  Sticknoy,  and 
once  every  thre..-  'weeks  in  the  remaining  fifty-nine  parishes. 


Night  Soil  and  Cesspools. 


Since  the  in£i.uguration  of  a  free  cesspool  emptying  to  household 
properties  once  every  tv.'o  years,  the  increased  moans  of  disiDosal  of 
the  effluent  is  a  problem.

Experience  has  proved  that  tnere  is  variation  and  disparity  in 
hygiene  sta/idards  between  control  exercised  in  food  shops  and  apparent 
ignorance  of  those  operating  in  open  air. 

The  temporary  nature  of  the  structures  in  the  open  na.rket,  mobiles 
and  ps.rticularly  the  confined  hot-dog  and  sea-food  stalls,  prevents 
ideal  and  satisfactory  hygiene  standards. 

Some  outdoor  vendors  who  operate  in  our  coasto-1  region,  never 
consider  any  modern  design  vehicle,  but  overnight  erect  a  small  stmucture 
v/ithout  any  reasonable  amenities  for  washing  hands,  crockery  etc.. 

The  steady  increase  of  pre-packed  foods,  fortunately  reduces  hygiene 
problems,  but  in  hot  weather  constant  supervision  is  required  at  stalls 
and  mobile  vans. 

It  is  regretted  that  there  are  no  po'wers  available  wiiereby  a.n  ovTner 
of  a  stall,  contemplating  selling  open  food  c.nd  remaining  in  the  same 
position  day  by  day,  can,  be  forced  by  law  to  submit  plans,  and  if  the 
site  is  unsuitable  and  most  undesirable  due  to  possible  contamination 
of  food,  refuse  the  plan.
